There is a movement in the Alberta 


dorsed by the Hon, Solon Low, to frame a new Mothers’ 
Allowance Act which will permit an upward revision of 
payments to mothers. 


Such a step is long overdue, 


It is true that the present Government increased the 
payments per child under this Act in 1986 and 1937 until | 
today an average of $13.29 per child is being paid. But | 
while these increases were highly commendable, the cur- 
rent rate does not begin to meet the higher cost of living 
prevalent today. 


The Act requires to be broadened and liberalized. As 
Mr. Low suggests, the provisions of the Act should be made 
to conform to the principle of adequate payments on the 
basis of need. No mother should be in want in Alberta. 


One very definite requirement is the need of raising 
the age limit of children who come within its provisions, 
The Act should contemplate the educational training of 
every child so that none be forced into work, by the cut- 
ting off or reduction of the allowance, during a child's 
normal school years. 


The system of mothers’ allowances is a highly import- 
ant phase of social security. Just as the mother is the 
foundation of the family, so should the protection of the 
mother be the keystone of social security. And surely the 
security of a fatherless family is one of the first calls on 
the civilized state. 


These allowances must be raised to a point compatible 
with the difficult financial circumstances of the times in

Thristy Canadians today are on a liquor rationing scale 
which reaches its lowest point in Alberta where liquor pur- 
chases are limtied to one 26-ounce bottle a month while in 
most provinces they find drinking more costly as price in- 
creases followed Finance Minister Ilsley’s budget address 
Most favored province is New Brunswick where 
customers may purchase one bottle of liquor of any size 
each day, although liquor stores are closed there now pending 
adjustments in liquor prices. Next in line is Quebec where 


the purchase limit is 40 ounces a week. 


Reduction in quantity of liquor 
released from bond under federal 
government regulations is re- 
flected in provincial rationing 
schemes. Production of beer and 
wine also has been curtailed by 
government order and these bev-

Lack of hand rails may have

Morrison sought to learn whether 
“any structural or administrative 
weaknesses” played a part in the 
tragedy. King George VI express- 
ed a desire that there be a com- 
plete investigation. No bombs fell 
in the area during the raid. 

The local council today rejected 
a proposal that a mass funeral be 
held for the victims, Sixteen bodies 
were still unidentified. 


Sixty persons rescued alive 
from the fearful crush were under 
treatment at hospitals. Among the 
survivors was the middle-aged 
woman who was the innocent 
cause of the tragedy. 

Burdened with a baby and a 
bundle, she tripped and fell near 
the foot of the stairway leading to 
the subway, after the air raid alert 
had sounded. Her fall tripped an 
elderly man behind her 

“Those coming in from the 
street,” the Home Security Ministry 
said, “could not see exctly what had 
taken place and continued to press 
down the steps so that within a 
minute there were hundreds of 
people crushed together and lying 
atop one another covering the land- 
ing and lower steps.”

This was ‘followed, Mr, Low 
said, by new restrictions an- 
nounced by Premier King on 
December 16, 1942, when gallon- 
age restrictions on all alcoholic 
beverages was imposed. These 

restrictions limited beer gallon- 
ages to 90 per cent of the base 
year's quota; limited wines to 80 
per cent, and hard liquor to 70 
per cent of the base year quotas. 


Although the restrictions went | 
{nto effect on December 18, 1942, 
no official word was received by 
the Alberta liquor officials until 
January, 1943, 

EMBARRASSING POSITION 

“This order placed al! liquor 


control boards in the Dominion in 
a very embarrassing position,” Mr. 
Low declared, Most of the prov- 
inces oversold their quota, before 
it was imposed. 

“We found that we had heavily 
oversold in the period November 
1 to December 16, and that for the 
remainder of the quota year, Al- 
berta could not supply 90 per cent 
of the beer, nor 80 per cent, of the 
wine, nor 70 per cent, of the hard 
liquor. 

“An analysis of the situation 
showed the Alberta shortage was 
so acute sales would have to be 
cut to 70 per cent or less of beer, 
40 per cent or less of wine, and 
40 per cent or less of hard liquor,” 
Mr. Low continued. 

The immediate effect of the Do- 
minion restrictions he said, was a 
rush on the liquor stores, as per-

In the present year taxes will provide 
$2,308,000,000, or 49 per cent of the year's 
outlay. The plans for next year are In- 
tended to preserve this proportion, despite 
the heavier expenditure. Roughly stated, 
we are paying half the cost of the war and 
civil government out of current earnings, 
leaving 50 per cent, or rather more than 
that, to be borrowed. 

It makes a difference from whom the 
Government does its borrowing. When 
loans are obtained from banks the secur- 
ities given for the loans expand the banks 
credit reserves and encourage inflation. 
When bonds are sold to individuals and 
private corporations the withdrawal of 
consumer-held money checks spending and 
prevents inflation, 

During the year now nearing its end 
the Minister of Finance had to go-to the 
banks for loans amounting to $983,000,000. 
This he said he did not like, because of the 
inflationary tendency, and next year the 
public are to be urged to provide more of 
the loan money needed. 

The warning should be remembered. 
Buying Government bonds is the soundest 
investment any Canadian can make. And 
in doing this he also helps to prevent a 
price boom that would land the country in 
economic chaos.

Wartime Divorces 


A supreme court judge in Saskatoon 
has refused to grant a decree of divorce 
against a soldier serving overseas because, 
in his opinion, members of the armed 
forces on active duty are not amenable to 
such processes of civil law. 

Chief Justice Wendell Farris of the 
supreme court of British Columbia has 
handed down a considered written judg- 
ment on the same point of law to decide, 
in his province and as a matter of legal 
precedent, which may or may not be fol- 
lowed in other parts of Canada, that 
action for divorce can properly be brought 
against men serving overseas. 

It is unfortunate that the chief justice’s 
judgment did not follow the line of the Sas- 


’ 


katoon decision. But no matter how the 
levality of the practice is defined, there 
can be no doubt about the moral! implica- 
tons of it. Bluntly, any woman who would 
vait until her husband was in the battle 
line to bring a divorce action against him 
would have to be a pretty poor specimen 
of a wife, 

Even if the alleged misconduct upon 
which the action was based had occurred 
after he went overseas, the pracfice would 
still be blameworthy inasmuch as such 
evidence could be no more than hearsay, 
perhaps only malicious gossip. 

It would be a very great pity if our 
courts, either on new or ancient evidence, 
should subscribe to the inherently vicious 
practice of taking a man’s home away 
from him while he is offering his life in 
defence of society.

A Fleet That Was 


The Japanese fleet of warships and 
transports sent to reinforce the enemy 
garrisons on New Guinea came to sudden 
grief, to the point of complete extinction, 
under the bombs and torpedoes of Allied 
planes. Of the ten warships and twelve 
transports in the convoy, the official! com- 
munique from Allied headquarters in 
Australia said simply “All are sunk o7 
sinking’, while concurrent despatches said 
the bombers were out again looking for 
any which might still be afloat. 

It is estimated that a force of 15,000 
Japanese soldiers and sailors were killed 
or drowned “almost to a man”. Of the air- 
planes covering the ships, 55 were shot out 
of the sky and others damaged.

Herr Goebbels will have a hard time 
persuading the survivors of the bloody de- 
feat that they were withdrawn as part of 
any broad plan of strategy.

With Rzhev gone Vyazma is doomed, 
and the Nazi line is in process of being 
forcibly “straightened’—a hundred miles 
farther from Moscow. Smolensk is the 
next important enemy stronghold on that 
road—the road along which Napoleon's 
hungry legions straggted to destruction. It 
is 130 miles from Rzhev, and threatened 
by attacks from the east, the south—-and 
particularly from the north-west. If Ber- 
lin wants to do any really strategic with- 
drawing, Smolensk is the place and now 
is the time.

CRITICISM INEVITABLE 


Mr. Maynard stated if the gov- 
ernment had not carried out its 
plan, which was outlined in the 
1940 elections, to re-organize the! 
municipal districts, some members ! 
who were now criticizing the gov- 
ernment for enlargement of units, 
would have criticized because they 
were not established 

Here he added one member had 
crossed the floor, giving as his rea- 
son dissatisfaction over the large 
unit plan. 

Lionel Tellier, Independent, St 
Albert, declared the minister was 
out of order, referring to an ad- 
dress given in an earlier debate 

Jumping to his feet, Mr. Reynolds 
interjected, “That was one of the 
reasons. We shall hear more later.”
